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Suit seeks mine permit 


Letcher CircuitJudgeJ. L. Hays 
has been asked to determine whe- 
ther diesel-powered equipment 
may be used in Kentucky coal 
mines, 

The Scotia Mining Company, 
whichis developing a large, new 
coal mine on Cumberland River 
at Oven Fork in Letcher County, 
asked Judge Hays to issue an or- 
der to the State Department of 
Mines and Minerals to permit use 
of diesel equipment. 

Logan Patterson, Pineville, an 
attorney for the Blue Diamond 
Coal Co., which owns Scotia, 
indicated to Judge Hays that use 
of the diesel equipment in place 
of the customary electrical min- 
ing equipment would permit coal 
tobe produced at prices compet- 
itive with strip mine coal, 

Scotia filed suit in Letcher Cir- 
cuit Court last week after the 
Department of Mines and Min- 
erals withdrew a permit for use of 
diesel equipment previously issued 
to Scotia, 

Patterson said the state agency 
has not yet explained why the 
permit was withdrawn, Presum- 
ably, the state is questioning the 
safety of diesel equipment. 

Patterson said diesel eqiipment 
is safer than electrical equipment 


underground because it eliminates 
the danger of fires and explosions 
caused by electrical sparks and 
also does away with the danger of 
electrocution of coal miners, 

The equipment, Patterson said, 
has been approved for safety by 
the U, S, Bureau of Mines and is 
in use in every other coal pro- 
ducing state and in many foreign 
countries, 

Patterson said the firm has in- 
vested $107, 000 in the first order 
of diesel equipment--a locomo- 
tive and two shuttle cars--and 
plans to spend an additional 
$200, 000.. 

The firm, he said, will be 
compelled to lay off 10 to15 
miners already employed and 
cannot go ahead with the em- 
ployment of an additional 10 to 
15 workers as planned, if it can- 
not ise the diese] machinery, the 
attorney said, 

Joe Richards, general manager 
of Scotia, said last week it was 
“our feeling the U.M.W. per- 
suaded the Governor to do this." 

Employees of Scotia are mem- 
bers of the Southern Labor Union, 
a competitor of the United Mine 
Workers of America.

His petition said that his 
attorney, Hogg, left on vacation 
before the time of Rowe's exam- 
ining trial, But, the petition
